SUBJECT: Soviet Reaction to Certain US Moves 


1. The President's statement may leave the Soviets in some 
doubt as to whether the US wild in fact take direct military action 
. &gainst the missile bases, They will Probably believe that they 
have some time and Opportunity to influence the next US move, 


Their aim will be to forestall us military action.

The USSR will certainly denounce the US quarantine and 
the US surveillance ag violations of international lew ang acts of 
imperialistic aggression against the loterests of a erall country. 
It wild Probably issue dire thrents, alert its Own forces, increase 
the sense of world crisis » 8nd try to nobilize Support in the UN for 
some UN action which will inhibit further moves by the US. We suggest 
the possibility that Khrushchev will come at once to New York, calcula- 


ting in thig way to tie US hands for the time being. 
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
